Stockton wus shot and instantly killed in 
the barroom ot the Hughes Hotel at 4:80 
o'clock this morning by Jack Smith, a hack- 
man. 
Smith and Williams had been gamb- 


ling and got into an altercation. Blows 
were exchanged and it is said t.!iat AVil- 
Hams drew a revolver and s&ot Smith in 
the elbow. Smith almost simultaneously 
drew his pistol and shot Williams (.hrougli 
the heart, and the young man fell dead 
near the bar.

General Williams was a lawyer and 
captalist, and once was Attorney-General 
of the State. He made a fortune by a 
chance stroke that seems naught but luck, 
in very early days tie conducted a c;ase for 
a client who" was" too poor to pay him a fee 
in money and in lieu ot coin payment, 
deeded to the attorney a certain number of 
feet of land in a district, in Nevada where 
mining was just beginning. This land was 
in the Comstock 
lode, and when that 


deposi: of fabulous wealth was developed, 
General Williams reaped the profit and be- 
came one of tbe rich men o[ the State. 
Having acquired 
his fortune lie 
came 


to 
Oakland 
and 
lived in the 
house 


on Market street, now occupied by Dr. J. 
C. Tucker and family. He invested in real 
estate here and elsewhere, 
purchasing, 


among other properties, the tract of land 
on the eastern side of Lafce Merritt, north 
ot Twelfth street. H.z intended to bnild a 
great stone house there and surround the 
mansion with a park, but became enan- 
gered at the city because the Council re- 
fused to grant a francbisefor a railroad on 
Market street in which he was interested, 
and declared he would make no improve- 
ments in Oakland. The property at the 
lake sice remained unimproved, and was 
sold after his death, which occurred a few 
years ago. 


General Williams's family consisted ol 


four sons, Sherrod, Thomas H., Percy and 
Bryant W., aud one daughter, Mary. 
Sherrod died in Germany, a mental and 
physical wreck, leaving a widow, formerly 
Miss Mollie Marston. 
Thomas lives on 


Union Island in the San Joaquin River and 
is known as tbe Duke of Union Island.
